Limerick Again

The race will be held on Ist August. |

nearest rival to Limerick was the Isle of 
Man race, which, however, had ceased to 
be a “round the houses,” and which has 
now ceased to be-eanything, as the Manx 
people have withdrawn their subsidy. 

In a way it is regrettable that the island 
race should disappear from the calendar ; 
for the last two events were in every Way 
good shows. For some reason, however, 
they never made a strong public appeal, 
and the subsidy probably was greatly in

THE CITY’S TRAFFIC 


As already suggested, the amelioration of 
traffic congestion appeals directly to the 
ordinary citizen, and on this aspect of re- 


planning some considerations are herein 
referred to. Although transport is in a state 
of flux and has not stabilised itself as be- 


longing to the earth’s surface, we must assume 
it will contmue much as heretofore. It is 
futile to attempt to cope with this problem 
piecemeal, Most towns have to deal with 
through trafic and the traffic which they 
themselves engender, and our aim should be 
to separate these streams and free them from 
mutual interference. For this purpose ring 
routes, or inner and outer circles, are desirable. 
To-day every driver is learning to use a ring 
route rather than a radial one that brimgs 
him at some point to a congested area The 
important consideration is that the ring route 
is uninterrupted, or at least completely con- 
tinuous. An arterial system provides accom- 
modatien for the flow of traffic centrifugally 
or centripetally. A combination of rmg and 
arterial accommodation prevents ‘‘ blood 
pressure ' or “‘ varicose veins” in the traffic 
system,

(d) All arterial routes (A) are carried to 
the area of a traffic centie, which is placed 
in the correct geographical position. 

(e) All arteries entering east and west are 
diverted north and south after entering the 
city enceinte. 

(f) No diminution of existing omnibus 
services is intended, but re-routing only. For 
examples, Cabra to Crumlin or Drumcondra 
to Clonskeagh would be confined to the inner 
circle after passing through the outer circle. 
The whole outer circle to be available for 
omnibus traffic, as well as the radial routes. 

(g) Long distance traffic of all kinds 
(originating from a fifteen miles redius or 
over) to be diverted at the outer circle, un- 
less it is allowed to proceed towards the 
traffic centre, having business there: . Such 
omnibus traffic to be provided with central 
car parks. : 


NEW BRIDGES 


(h) Local or service traffic served from 
the outer or jnner circles to’ have freedom 
within the city enceinte. The total volume 
of traffic being reduced near the centre, 
assisting the fluidity of this traffic and its 
natural tendency to increase. 

(i) City tramway termini to be. arranged 
not closer to the centre than the inner 
circle, and inside this circle tramways to be 
entirely removed, 

(j) Three new river bridges provided 
where scientific approaches demand, all 
connected with arterial routes, and helping 
distribution of the flow without adding to 
density at. any already congested centre. 

(k) Car parks of municrpal ownership are 
a modern necessity, and can be made to con- 
tribute largely to civic funds. As they tend 
to concentrate traffic movement and also act 
as traffic interceptors, their site selection is of 
importance, but they should adjoin arterials 
near the traffic centre, being used mostly by 
service traffic requiring only occasional use. 
Accommodation for some thousands of private 
cars ts needed in Dublin off the streets. Park- 
ing on streets is merely a device for ,ro- 
crastination. 

Such are a few consideration on one parti- 
cular aspect only. 

Space courteously provided in the public 
Press for the exposition of any particular 
phase of social service is necessarily limited, 
and, therefore. a vast problem, such as 
town-planning, may only be dealt with 
sporadically or in the merest outline which, 
however, should not discourage enlightened 
citizens in pursuing the study of a science 
so intimately bound up with the mass wel- 
fare of large communities. 


PRESENT DEVELOPMENT 


Dublin is an ancient city of great tradi- 
tions. It possesses much that is worthy of 
preservation and contains great potentialities 
for development. A good city must: make 
accessible to its citizens an apparatus for 
varying human needs; a multitude of institu- 
tions and services; it must be healthy and 
vital, and it must have beauty We are 
lovers .of Dublin, for none of us can be 
indifferent to a thing that is so close to us, 
and enters in so many ways into our being, 
Yet we have to look each other in the face, 
and realise that by our own negligence it is 
developing in such a way that future gene- 
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NEW British bridge, constructed in the 


A heart of the African continent, has 
opened up a wonderful new holiday 
country. os 

It is an astonishing structure. Buried in 
the primeval veld it seems, at first sight, to 
be carrying an almost useless motor road 
from wilderness to wilderness across the mile- 
wide Sabi river. But this modern marvel of 
fine-drawn steel, the third largest suspension 
bridge ‘in the world, incongruous though it 
looks in such a setting, is far from useless, 
for it has lain open to the traveller the most 
fertile and beautiful region of Southern 
‘Rhodesia. 

The eastern boundary of this colony is a 
bastion formed of. a mass of mountain ranges 
running north and south. To the east, again, 
is the low-lying littoral of Portuguese East 
Africa and the sea. 

To the west of these mountains lies the 
plateau of Southern Rhodesia, on the central 
watershed of which runs the main line of the 
railway that- worms its way through the 
mountains at the border town of Umtali, and 
reaches the Indian -Ocean, 150 miles distant, 
at the Port of Beira. ; ; 

From the neighbourhood of Umtali, run- 
ning south for nearly 200 miles, and on the 
thodesian side of the mountains, is the Sabi 
river, There is, therefore, to the south of 
Umtali, a long strip of mountainous country 
separated from the rest of Rhodesia by the 
Sabi river and bounded on the other by sheer 
precipices and foreign territory. 


BIRCHENOUGH BRIDGE 


Before the opening, a year ago, of the 
Birchenough Bridge, as it is called, the 
inhabitants of this strip had access to the 
‘ailwav and the midlands of Rhodesia only 
bv roads that ran north and south along the 
mountains, Journeys that once took weeks 
by wagon are now done in hours by car. 

“The high rainfall and the steep gradients 
in this belt of highlands have, in the course 
of ages, resulted in numerous minor rivers 
and streams cutting deeply into the land and 
leaving separate and complex mountain 
groups and wooded valleys. 

The-outcome is a wild and broken country 
of extraordinary fertility, infinite variety, 
and delightful climatic conditions. 

From the principal townships in this area 
it is called the Melsetter District. 


MELSETTER DISTRICT 

The name Melsetter was given by the 
Moodie family after their original home in the 
Orknevs. Mr. T. Moodie and his party 
trekked up to Mashonaland and setttled there 
in 1892 from the Orange Free State. With 
pioughs, seeds, cattle and horses, such a 
journey was then a trcmendous undertaking. 

Until a few vears ago tourists seldom 
visited the fairvland of the Moodies. Farmers 
grew wonderful crops, but had great difficulty 
in marketing them. The great Sabi was 
very difficult to cross at the best of times, 
and for a considerable part of the year, was 
entirely impassable except by fragile native 
canoes. 
To-day Melsetter is served by a regular 
service of Diesel-engined motor ’buses owned 
by the Rhodesian railways. 
‘From the tropical palms and fantastic- 
shaped baobab trees of the sandy Sabi valley, 
along which the mysterious exotic gold- 
mining ancients of Rhodesia once drove long 
lines of slaves from the interior to the coast, 
one ascends quickly from the great bridge to 
a land of morning mist-clad mountain-tops 
and evergreen hills down which perpetual 
streams 1ush amidst ferns to pour themselves 
over dizzy precipices. 


“ SELINDA ” 
The first township reached is Chipinga, 
near which is the Selinda Mission Station, 
perched on the top of an isolated mountain. 
“‘Selinda’”’ means the place of- watching. In 
this neighbourhood. there are particularly fine 
forest trees. The motor road leads north 
from Chivinga for 45 miles to the township 
of Melsetter, and native life and wild game 
are interesting features of this mountainous 
country. 
Melsetter lies 5,000 feet above sea level, 
between two mountains. Roads lead in all 
directions to farms, where, besides cattle and 
many agricultural crops, there grows a re- 
markable variety of fruit. 
The road on to Umtali, 97 miles to the 
north, begins in grassy uplands and passes 
innumerable ravines and gorges. Perhaps, 
the most wonderful view of all is of the 
Chimanimani Mountains, which is . obtained 
when the road is in a pass 7.000 feet above 
sea level. One cannot imagine a scene at 
once so vast and so ilsaitet In one spot, 
by the side of the road, there are hot springs, 
which have not yet been commercially de- 
veloped, if, indeed, they possess any special 
properties. 
It is at least pleasant for the motorist who 
is travelling through this newly-opened 
country to pull up and have a swim in the 
soft, warm water, and to find at hand ‘“‘dress- 
ing rooms” formed by blossom-laden bushes. 
Much has been said of the destructive in- 
fluence of modern development on the beauty 
of land. Yet, here in Southern Rhodesia, 1s 
a case where the latest development in 
structural engineering has brought, without 
ny hint of despoliation, the wonders of the 
most beautiful parts of Africa to the appre- 
ciative gaze of the traveller. Science, through 
the Birchenough Bridge, has brought nature 
and mankind very pleasantly and very con- 
genially together. —

| FIGHT AGAINST 
ALCOHOLISM 


CATHOLIC CONGRESS AT 
WARSAW 


AA 
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At Warsaw was held recently (states the 
Polish K.A.P. Agency) the first International 
Catholic Congress on anti-alcoholism, under 
the patronage of the President of the Polish 
Republic, Professor Ignace Moscicki, and, 
with the participation of the Primate of 
Poland, Cardinal Hlond. 

The congress was inaugurated on September 
12th with a Pontifical Mass, celebrated in 
the Cathedral by the Archbishop of Warsaw, 
Cardinal Kakowski. After Mass a sermon 
was pronounced by the Bishop of the Polish 
Army, Gawlina, in Polish, French, German, 
and English. 

The assembly was welcomed at the 
augural meeting in the auditorium of 
University of Joseph Pilsudski by 
Primate of Poland himself, who made the 
opening speech. Among those present at the 
meeting were the delegates of the Holy See, 
Nuncio Cortesi; the Primate of Poland, 
Cardinal Hlond; Cardinal Kakowski, Metro- 
politan of Warsaw, and a great number of 
Polish bishops, as well as the Bishop of 
Warmia, Monsignor Kaller, and the Suffragen 
Bishop of Prague, Monsignor Eltsehner, both 
of whom journeyed here from abroad. Presi- 
dent Moscicki was represented by the 
Minister of Public Assistance, M. Zyndram- 
Koscialkowski, and the Government by the 
Acting Secretary for Cults and Public Educa- 
tion, M. Bleszynski. 

The Pope sent, on the occasion of the con. 
gress, a special letter to Cardinal Kakowsk1, 
in which the Holy Father emphasises the 
importance of anti-alecoholic action, and, at 
the same time, tenders his thanks to Arch- 
bishop Cardinal Kakowski for the pains he 
took to organise this congress. 

In his discourse the Apostolic Nuncio Cora 
tesi, speaking in his quality of delegate of the 
Holy Father to the First International Catho- 
he Congress on anti-alcoholims, pointed ont 
to his hearers the innumerable moral wrongs 
inflicted on society by the odious vice cf 
drunkenness, in the wake of which follows 
the decadence of faith and morals. 

“To combat drunkenness successfully, the 
Nuncio said, it is indispensable to show the 
public the disastrous effects of alcoholism 
and its horrors. Everybody, private persons 
as well as governments, he went on to say, 
must associate themselves with the fight 
against thrs social sore which is alcoholism. 
Nevertheless, to conduct the fight to a suc- 
cessful end it will be necessary to remove the 
sources of the evil, the facility with which 
alcohol may be obtained, the misery of unem- 
ployment, and the anti-Christian spirit in edu- 
cation. In the fight against alcoholism one 
must avail oneself of means which appear less 
effective, but of which the results are of a 
more lasting nature, such as the Presa, meet- 
ings, the cinema, the theatre, etc. The 
Church has always blamed and combated 
drunkenness, just as the Holy Scriptures blame 
it, and show us the blessed results of sobriety. 
Every one must give himself with the greatest 
zeal to the work whose object is the fight 
against the social sore of alcoholism.” 

Numerous clergy from abroad, as well as 
many persons engaged in social work, took 
part in the Congress, which brought together 
over 1,000 participants. 

The Conference was presided over by Pro- 
fessor Brom, of Holland. As lecturers, repre- 
sentatives of France, Switzerland, Belgium, 
Germany, and other countries, were heard,

MOST POTENT FOE OF 
WITCHCRAFT 

That the loss of human life and the suffer- 
ing due to belief in witchcraft in Africa had 
been greatly exaggerated was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Mr. F. Posselt, archzxologist, 
author and ex-native Commissioner, gha cis. 
recently in Buluwayo, Southern Rhodesia. 

There had, it was true, been cases of tor- 
ture and many deaths, but in proportion to 
the population they were trifling to the whole- 
sale burnings and butcheries during the hunt 
for wilches in Christian Europe 

Native Kings had been unable to save their 
own friends, whom they believed to be inno- 
cent, from sentence of death at the decree 
of the witch-finder. 

It was a mistake, said Mr. Posselt, ta 
look to the ethical forces marshalled by 
Christianity to combat the native belief in 
witchcraft. Biblical teaching, with its 
numerous references to evil spirits, reinforced 
it. The Mosaic injuneture, “ Thou shalt not 
suffer a witch to hve.” was accepted by the 
Bantu as a vindication of his belief and

actions. 

Belief in witchcraft was deeply rooted in 
the African social structure and widely in- 
fluenced the outlook on life and 
Death was generally regarded as the malicious 
act of a witch, who was credited with powers 
to blast man, beast and dwelling. There 
was one recognised way of detecting a witch 
—namely, by the diviner or witch-doctor, the 
representative of white-magic, who by means 
of the ‘‘divining bones’’ decided whether any 
affliction was the work of a witch or due to 
the anger of a departed spirit. In the latter 
case a propitiatory offering was made; in 
the former the witch was indicated and trial 
by ordeal followed. 3 

The light shed by medical science was the 
most potent enemy of the evils of witch- 
craft. “There could,” said Mr Posselt, 
“be enlisted no greater and civilising agency 
to overcome the powers of darkness and 
cruelty than that rendered by the modern 
surgeon.”

Town Planning at ,Aberdeen 


A bold effort is being made to solve the 
housing problem in the City of Aberdoen, 
and the Town Council has acquired an 
extensive area of some 600 acres south- 
wards of the city, where it proposes to 
erect sufficient dwellings for 20,000 people. 

Very commendably, in order to obtain 
the most satisfactory plan for this great 
project, the Town Council openly invited 
architects from an unrestricted field to 
submit their designs. 

Briefly, the requirements of a self-con- 
tained satellite town, comprising about 
4.000 houses, had to be provided with all 
modern amenities, such as a community 
centre, shopping and business districts. 
churches, schools, libraries, cinemas, 
hospitals, swimming pools, playing fields. 
‘bus shelters, etc. 


Trish Architect's Design 


Krom the many designs subnrittcd from 
various countries that of the London firm 
of town-planners. Messrs. Holliday, 
Medwin and Winston, was selected by the 
Assessor, Dr. Thomas Adams. This firm 
is of the highest repute, having experience 
of the re-pianning of Jerusalem and also 
of wide American town-planning practice. 

At the exhibition of the designs sub. 
mitted, held in the Aberdeen Art Gallery, 
from Ireland attracted considerable 
attention. It was by Mr. Frank Gibney, 
architect, Dublin. 

Mr. Gtbney’s scheme was based on 
modern town-planning principles, and 
adapted to a beautiful virgin site on the 
heichts overlooking the valley of the Dec 
and the city of Aberdeen.

Xelf-contained reason 


A report from Berlin says that ‘‘ insu 
ing observations ” about the Fuehrer anc 
the other high ones of the Nazi Party wil! 
henceforward be punished, even if they be 
made in the privacy of the home. Such is 
the ruling of the Supreme Court, which 
adds that ‘‘ self-contro] must be practised 
in the familv.”’ It sounds a little odd to 
us in this country, but still worse is to 
follow. A footnote states that the Supreme 
Court is willing to make an exception in 
the case of ‘‘remarks made when talking 
to oneself or written in a private diary.” 

The suggested loophole may be but 
another form of noose for the unwary. It 
mav an unwise proceeding. in any 
totalitarian State to commit contingent 
treason to the pages of a private diary ; 
if by any mischance the book fell into 
wrong hands it would make excellent 


secm 


evidence against its owner. Even thé 
soliloquy sounds a perilous exercise, for 
the persistent habit-of talking to oneself 
might cast doubt. upon sanity; and to be 
‘put away” as a mental case would be 
just’ as unpleasant as to be locked up for 
sedition. It would seem that the only 
really safe ‘form of treason in these 
dictatorial countries is to think it in 
sullen silence. 


Hire Purchase 


The recent comments of the Prices Com- 
mission on. the working of the hire- 
purchase system in this country reminds 
me of a testimonial to the honesty of ‘the 
people given a little while ago in Eng- 
laoi. According to this statement, which 
was made by an organisation dealing with 
hire-purchase, the system has revealed the 
fact that 99.5 per cent. of the people who 
avail themselves of it are honest. Although 
many thousands of people are now buying 
goods on the ‘instalment system,” and 
their numbers are steadily increasing each 
year, only one out of every 200 customers 
in England attempts to defraud. 

The general level of honesty is also high 
in America, although the English figures 
are slightly more flattering to the national 
character. In the United States the hire- 
purchase system is much more widely 
megs than it is in Great Britain or 

reland ; there it is used as a spur to ad- 
vancement. The universal attitude in 
America seems to be ‘‘ If you cannot afford 
it now, get a job which will pay you better.” 
So large is the “ mail-order”’ and “ hite- 
purchase’ business in the United States 
that it is regarded as an index to the 
economic condition of the country. 


Not Done 


Under the new traffic and tru%eport 
iegulations for the Irish Free State, omni- 
bus drivers and conductors are not per- 
mitted to smoke. This excellent rule has 
been in operation in Northern Ireland for 
many years, 

Tt might be an excellent thing (writes 
a correspondent, who is a smoker and a 
inotorist) if some limit were placed upon 
smoking by drivers of private cars. The 
driver who takes his hands from the wheel 
to light a pipe or cigarette is inviting 
trouble, particularly if he does it in a 
city or town. In Czechoslovakia smoking 
at the wheel is forbidden, and in Sweden 
it is unlawful for a driver to smoke wher 
passing through towns and cities 

The Autocar recently published a list of 

things forbidden in foreign countries in 
connection with motoring. In Berlin it is 
an offence to speak to the man or woman 
at the wheel. In Switzerland a car must 
not he overcrowded. In Palestine it is 
an offence not to carry a jack, and in 
Nigeria parcels must not be carried on the 
root of the car. In Portugal it is 
necessary to have a green right headJamp, 
and in Norway the rear lamp must have a 
special switch, 
_ A code of signals by horn is laid down 
In Yugoslavia, and in Italy it is a firm 
rule never to issue driving licences to 
people who have been in jail. 


A Producer .Author

proved as part of the Union scheme. 

A step such as this shows that the authori- 
ties here do not mean to delay m putting the 
full scheme in progress. No doubt, in the near 
future other workmen will be employed on 
buildings proper 
in an effort, at least, to have some of the 
rooms prepared for use during the next 
academic session. Two debate theatres, 
smoking-rooms, a small restaurant, and the 
reconditioned Aula Mazima would go a long 
way towards relieving the congestion which 


undoubtedly exists at present. 


AT GENEVA 


Two University College men and graduates 


of the National University—Mr. de Valera, 


President of the Executive Council, ind Dr, 
Michael Rynne—are at present representing 
the country at Geneva as part of the Irish 
delegation to the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, Mr. de Valera, in particular, at- 
tended the sitting of the Sixth Committee, 
which dealt with the subject of intellectual 
co-operation between the various countries, 
In view of the fact that he is Chancellor of 
the University he showed great interest in 
this debate, though he himself did not sear 

Dr. Rynne was President of the Students’ 
Council during the troubled times of 1920-21 
when Kevin Barry was executed. He was 
mainly responsible for opening the Memorial 
Fund, most of the money eventually used on 
the Kevin Barry window in the Council 
Chambers having been collected under his 
management. He is, while in Geneva, our 
chief representative on the Socials Questions 
Committee, and is.also a member of the 
Judicial and Political Committees. The 
Senate Electoral (University Members) Bill, 
which was made available last week, pro- 
vides for three members from our University. 
It also defines the necessary franchise and 
registration .and the conduction of election. 
In regard to the first two of these there 
will be not much change from the old 
register or method of registration. The main 
interest evidenced here is whether the present 
system will result in what might be called 
professional politicians being elected to the 
new Senate, or whether, for the future, these 
three Senators will be men who have mainly 
academic qualifications, and who will exist 
on it solely to represent University and edu- 
cational matters there.

INDUSTRIAL UNREST 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sirn,—The result of the recent ballot held 
in connection with the building strike must, 
surely, proyide every thinking person with food 
for thought. No doubt, the contestants may 
be credited with knowing their own business 
best, and, like all strikes, the building strike 
is one that will be settled sooner or later. 

This brings me to the kernel of the whole 
matter. Surely the time has arrived when 
we in this country could afford, without 
sacrificing our dignity, to take a leaf out of 
Australia’s book by setting up an arbitration 
board for dealing with all questions centring 
upon labour and capttal?—you will observe 1 
write labour and capital, rot labour versus 
capital, because J believe that the two have 
much in common, 

Starting off with the recognised fact that 
the wages bill is the first charge upon any 
industry this board, composed of able and 
impartial minds, sifts the evidence submitted 
by the spokesmen of both sides to the dis- 
pute, explores all other avenues for helpful 
data, and delivers its findings which are, I 
believe, binding. 

Strikes and lock-outs are costly weapons, 
not lightly resorted to since their effects are 
far-reaching, touching, as they do, upon ip- 
terests other than those of the principal 
parties involved, and there is always the possi- 
bility that these stoppages (which show no 
signs of diminishing in numbers) will pave 
the way for a coup d’état by an aspiring 
dictator—whether of the Right or the Left 
time alone will tell. The views of your 
readers upon the above suggestion should be

THE JEWS OF GERMANY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES, 

Sin,—On the 17th September you published 
a letter from Mr. Henry M. Sinclair, in which 
he strongly criticised the persecution of the 
Jews by the Nazis. . 

The writer s intention was to show that the 
purpose of the Nazi Jew-baiting policy was 
to create good posts fdr the Nazis by tlrow- 
ing the Jews out. In order to prove this 
claim he gives a list of various professions 
and vocations showing how strongly the Jews 
were represented, and how many jobs could 
be found by expelling them. He admits that 
the list was compiled by the Nazis, and might 
be exaggerated, | 

It is, indeed, exaggerated, or, where it is 
not exaggerated, it is cooked. For insta. e, 
the list gives the percentage of Jews in the 
profensiciss of law and medicine in a few 
purposely selected towns, or even, in the case 
of the latter profession, in three selected 
hospitals. Only the total figure for the whole 
of Germany could give an accurate picture. 

According to official statistics based on the 
last census, the percentage of Jews in the 
profession of law. was 16.25, in the profession 
of medicine only 10.88. In all other profes- 
sions and vocations it was considerably below 
this figure. Even if it is true that three 
Berlin hospitals had a majority of Jewish 
doctors, hundreds of hospitals all over 
Gern any had not a single Jewish doctor, 

Thus the list given in Mr, Sinclair's letter 
presents a false picture of the Jewish influence 
in Germany prior to the Hitler régime.—

The Prince Consort’s book is one of Scot's 
Waverley Novels. It was being read to him 
at the time of his fatal illness the Queen. 
Queen Victoria’s inscription on the fly-leaí 
reads: “ This book was read up to the mark 
on page eight to my beloved husband dur- 
ing his fateful illness, and within three days 
of its terrible termination, December 14, 
1861.” 

Between these two historic specimens 1s 
the beautiful production, specially made, of 
Lawrence's famous book, with his portrait 
opposite the title page.

He showed them what he described as 
“the most thrilling letter ever written,”

On a separate table are volumes of poems 
written by Bridges, Newbolt and Masefield. 
Masefield had an engaging habit of illus- 
trating his poems, and one of his copies bears 
the inscription signed “ G.R.I.,” and dated 
June, 1030: “ This book was illustrated for 
me by the Poet Laureate himself.” . 


THE WORLD UNREST 
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'' LEAGUE OF NATIONS

The place of God in the national life ofthe 
people was the subject of a most interesting 
sermon by the Right Rev. G. A. Wells, 
M.A., ©.M.G., Bishop of Cariboo, delivered 
morning in St. Jude’s Church, 
Inchicore, Dublin, 

At the outset, he expressed the pleasure 
he felt at being able to visit Ireland, and 
the historic City of Dublin, and at meeting 
again his old colleague and war-time friend, 
the rector, the Rev. R. W. Ridgeway, who, 
he said, had left a vacancy that was difficult 
to fill when he went from Western Canada. 

After a very great upheaval in national 
and international affairs, proceeded the 
bishop, there was a period of unrest, which 
showed itself in national and industrial life 
and in the ethical, moral and religious life. 
He traced the unrest of the present day in 
China, Japan, and, particularly in Russia, 
where the anti-God trend had been most 
notable. He also referred to the rise of Italy 
from a third-rate power to be one of the 
disturbing factors in the world; and, to the 
clash of ideas rather than of ideals in Spain, 
and said that these events were placing a 
burden on the Christian Church. The whole 
trend of the past twenty-five years had been 
against religion and the organised Church. 

Thoughtful men had tried to solve the 
problems of international conflict by standing 
by Geneva; but the League of Nations had 
been a hopeless failure. In international 
affairs there was no use having laws if they 
had not the will to enforce them. The great 
problem facing the world to-day could not 
be solved through intellect alone. There 
must be something else. If God had been 
given a bigger place in the discussions at 
Geneva the situation would have been 
different—if more attention had been given 
to the Fourteen Points of President Wilson. 
He made a plea for the place of God in 
international affairs. 

The preacher referred to the machine as 
one of God’s gifts, but, like many gifts, it 
was not being properly used. The machine 
was taking its toll to-day. It was made to 
work all the week, and even on the Seventh 
Day. It pushed man out of its way as it 
Every introduction of a new machine 
resulted in the pushing out of the human 
element, and the men who were introducing 
the machines must apply something of the 
principles of Jesus Christ. The simplest 
thing was to do unto others as they would 
have them do unto themselves. The Church 
must keep standing for the things which 
she knew to be true. She must fight against 
the things which anyone could see were 
wrong. 

A generation was growing up which was 
not only careless and indifferent, but antago- 
nistic, to religion. Those who should be 
giving a direction were giving a false 
direction. 

One man, he said; would stand out in the 
history of the British Commonwealth ¢s the 
greatest of this age, not because of his great 
intellect, but because of his character... fle 
had recognised the things that really 
mattered, and was able to stand for them. 
even if he stood alone, and had done more 
than anyone else to bring back sanity to the 
homes of their people. That man was 
Stanley Baldwin. They wanted more of the 
spirit which would recognise decency in home 
life and the place for God in one’s plans.

The merest 
Communism 


Having been foiled successfully in a 
frontal attack, the leaders of the Left 
Wing have resorted to a subtle stratagem. 
The Labour Party desires to have a follow- 
ing of ordinary citizens, outside the trade 
unions and the co-operative societies, and 
has organised branches in every consti- 
tuency through which persons unattached 
to either trade unions or co-operative 
societies can be in membership. These 
constituency labour parties have usually 
been somewhat more adventurous in 
policy, and in the exposition of policy, 
than the large trade unions and co-opera- 
tive societies, and it was to these that the 
propagandist activities of the Communists 
At the Edin- 
burgh Conference last year it was agreed 
that these local organisations should have 
a more numerous representation on the 
executive, but the right to separate elec- 
tion of its ‘representatives was withheld. 
In practice this meant that, while local 
organisations might 


were directed ceaselessly. 


nominate possible 
representatives, their nominees could not 
secure election without the assistance of 
the gréat trade unions. Protests against 
what was termed the ‘‘ steamrolling '’ of 
the unions were ineffective, and at.Edin- 
burgh a new association of constituency 
parties was formed, This body, known as 
the Constituency Party Association, con- 
sists of some 250 local associations, and it 
has presented the annual conference with 
a new demand this year. The local 
associations now seek the right to elect, as 
well as to nominate, their representatives 
on the party executive, and this demand 
is fiercely contested by the older and more 
orthodox trade unions. It is felt that 
behind the demand lies the sinister motive 
of placing the Left Wing and Communist 
leaders in control of the party, and the 
signatures attached to the letter calling a 


meeting of the Constituency Party Asso- 


ciation for the day before the conference 
lend colour to that view. It is perfectly 


obvious to everyone familiar with the rank 
and file of the British Labour Party that 
its socialism is hardly skin deep: how 
could it be otherwise with a membership 
composed of shareholders in building 
societies, co-operative societies and other 
organisations working the capitalist 
system for their own especial benefit? 
The Left Wing zealots, however, do not 
see the problem with the “ normal sight ”’ 
of Mr. Bernard Shaw. . 

That the more extreme elements have 
been gradually gaining strength in the 
i British Labour movement, there is every 
reason io. believe, but they have still a 
long way to go before they are in a 
majority in its membership or in its 
councils, The decision of the party. to 
support the rearmament policy of the 
‘National Government has probably given 
new hope to tens of thousands of trade 
unionists, who in that decision

Torture Returns 


““No one who examines the evidence 
can doubt that the use of torture is more 
widespread to-day than it was half a 
century ago.

How true it is that defence lags 
always behind offence. Some time ago the 
Royal Air Force staged a mock attack 
from the air upon various points in the 
neighbourhood of London; many of the 
‘attacking’? machines were intercepted, 
but so many reached their objective as 
to suggest that aerial warfare remains far 
more.eficient in offence than in resistance. 
Germany’s experience corroborates this 
gloomy finding.

The London Board of Education recently 
issued a blue book which dealt with the 
much discussed matter of the physical 
fitness campaign. In England a mens 
sana in corpore sano never has been in 
greater demand; and, encouraged by the 
popularity of its stock in trade, the Board 
of Education sketched out the ideal 
costume for female enthusiasts. Where 
everybody was in search of perfect health 
and rippling muscles, the Board considered 
that it might venture into areas wherein 
angels, under normal conditions, would 
be prosecuted for trespass. The Board 
thought that in the field of physical fitness 
its most outrageous word was law. As á 
consequence, its high officials conceived a 
‘ sleeveless frock.’’ or ‘‘ one with short 
sleeves,’’ which would be ‘‘ generally more 
becoming to all figures than the blouse 
and knickers, or shorts, which are now 
the accepted dress for gymnastics.’’ There 
are people, and they are 100 per cent.

T is the view in the diplomatic world 
here that the conversations between 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini can 
make very little difference to the Euro- 
pean situation of to-day. It is possible 
that the Italian dictator may oblige Herr 
Hitler by a pronouncement in very general 
terms regarding the danger of Bolshevism. 
bút that the German dictator will respond 


by offering support to Signor Mussolini 


in any venture he may contemplate is 
regarded as extremely unlikely, as the 
time has come when volunteers will have 
to be withdrawn from Spain = and 
munitions of war no longer permitted to 
enter that country freely. The British 
Government is to take a hand in this 
matter, and, with France, will endeavour 
to induce Signor Mussolini to carry out 
his undertaking not to send more troops 
to Spain, to withdraw those of his still 
there. and to leave Spain to fight out its 
own battles. This will probably prevent 
any direct allusions to the war in Spain 
when the great speeches come to be made 
on Tuesday in Berlin.

Conservative Party Funds 


The question of Conservative Party 
funds will be discussed. at the annuai 
conference of the Nationa] Union of Con- 
servative and. Unionist Associations a 
Scarborough next week. It is propose 
that a representative commission shoud 
be set up to examine and report upon the 
problem of the party's finances. This 
proposal may give rise to a discussion on 
the expenditure of Conservative funds for 
National Government candidates who are 
not members of the Conservative Party. 
There is no disposition to bring about a 
split in the National Government at the 
present time, but many Conservatives look 
to the future, when it may be possible to 
revert to the old political party position. 
It is asserted that promising voung Con- 
servat:ves are discouraged by local associa- 
tiens because they are not able to mect 
all the navments recuired towards loca! 
organ'saticns. As this is an important 
matter the Central Office feels very 
stronelvy. that something must be done 
about it. 


Labour Recruits 


The Labour movement has been busily 
engaged during the past week in blowing 
its own trumpet in the hope that it would 
secure at least one hundred thousand new 
members, but without much success, as it 
will be a surprise if the recruits caught 
number more than five thousand. The 
attitude of the Labour Party towards 
armaments did it a great deal of harm, 
and many people still resent all the 
things said and done for years until the 
leaders had to recognise facts ant 
acknowledge that they had been burying 
their heads in the sands of ignorance ani 
prejudice. Now that they have admitted 
their error they are likely to go to the 
other extreme and try to force the pace, 
particularly as regards the air. In many 
of the great urban centres the events ol 
the past week, with the Japanese bombiny 
open towns and killing thousands o; 
people, has had a great effect, and those 
Labour Councils that have been holdin 
up schemes designed for the protection of 
the public are likely to find themselves 
unseated when the Borough Council efec- 
tions take place on November. 1st. 
Stepney, one ot the East End boroughs, 
which suffered so heavily from the air 
raids of the Great War, has a Labour 
Councii which has done nothing to mevt 
the possibility of future raids,. and tlic 
ratepayers there are taking note of the 
fact. It is said that many Socialist 
Councils are following this example and 
refuse to prepare protection schemes of 
any kind. This kind of thing is troubling 
:the Labour leaders, and they are contem- 
plating a warning that this country mus® 
be strong in the air. 


The Demand | for Roads

PHYSICAL FITNESS

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The Times in a leading article to-dav 
says: The health campaign, which the 
Prime Minister is to open this week, is 
intended to launch the scheme for pro- 
moting physical fitness, which was fore- 
shadowed by the Act passed earlier this 
year. as well as to call attention to exist- 
ing health services. It is clear enough 
that any comprehensive campaign must 
deal with both these subjects. because the 
health services, which are mainly con- 
cerned with laying the foundations of good 
health throughout life. will fail to achieve 
their purpose unless the physical condi- 
tion of the people is guarded against de- 
terioration during the years. after the 
existing health services, apart from the 
curative services, cease to be open to 
them. 
that. even school children have all that is 
required yet in the way of physical train- 
ing, and no part of the Act of 19357 is 
more important than that which aims at 
improving the supply and the quality of 
phvsical training instructors. . 

There is little doubt, The Times con- 
cludes, that a lack of skilled teachers and 
leaders is one of the biggest obstacles to 
a swift development of the effort. It is 
also a matter for regret that the 
voluminous publicity which will be a 
feature of the forthcoming campaign will 
apparently not include any reference to 
the recent scientific investigations con- 
ducted both at home and by the League of 
Nations into the question of nutrition. 

or complete physical fitness the body 
must be properly fed as well as properly 
exercised, and it might well be worth while 
to call renewed attention to those kinds of 
food—not necessarily expensive foods— 
which expert opinion has declared to be 
most likely to give protection. against 
disease or any form of physical deteriora- 
tion. 

The truth is that physical education, in 
the wide and proper sense of the term, 
embraces a great many activities which at 
present are not within the province of a 
single department or of a single Minister, 
but are divided between the Board of 
Education, the Ministry of Health, and 
even. to some extent, the Ministry of 
Labour. Some measure of administra- 
tive amalgamation has already been 
announced, and more. is possible, but, 
even so, there is no prospect that the new 
effort will. have one specific political 
leader. It would, however, clearly be 
advisable to have some Minister, even if 
of junior rank, who could see that no 
aspect of the health campaign lagged 
behind the others, and could apply a 
special degree of encouragement where 
needed.

ACHILL SOUND, Sunday. 
A MASS meeting of Achill 
i islanders here to-day called 


upon the Government to prevent the 
railway company from closing the 
Achill line. Another resolution 
called upon the Government to 
colonise some of the rich lands of the 
county with Achill ‘people, as has 
been done in the case of Connemara. 

Other resolutions passed demanded the 
amendment of the Unemployment Act, -so 
that gir] harvesters would benefit from it 
upon their return from Scotland and Eng- 
land; demanded the establishment of a 
fishing schcol for the yonth of Achill, 
where they would be trained in the build- 
ing of boats, mending of nets, and other 
seaiaring work ; protested against the sus- 
pension of the peat scheme, and called for 
its re-introduction, 

Tentative approval was given to sug- 
gestions to combat migration. These in- 
cluded proposals for the establishment of 
a shirt factory; a woollen industry, cot- 
tage industries, the working of mineral 
deposits, and the speeding up of affores- 
tation and reclamation schemes. 

Many speakers adversely criticised the 
Land Commission for refusing to recog- 
nise as tenants young men who had built 
houses upon commonages, and also for 
neglect of drainage and reclamation 
schemes. 


A NEW INDUSTRY 
The Rev. T. McEllin, Achill Sound, 


presided, ‘and the meeting was addressed 
by Mr. Anthony Mackey, Castleconnell, 
Limerick, who said that every element 
of honesty and kindness was behind the 
movement to keep Achill people at home, 
and it rested with them to help that 
movement to its goal. A letter, he said, 
had been received from Mr. Cullen, 
Dublin, who is in a big way in the woollen 
industry, wishing the association every 
success, and signifying his intention to in- 
vest £300 in any woollen industry that 
might be established.

Bs the day of an All-Ireland Football 

Final the streets begin early to be 
alive. At eleven o’clock I stand near the 
end of Bachelor’s Walk waiting to see the 
arrival of the first contingents from Kerry. 
Many have already arrived overnight, I 
know, but | want to see some who are 
coming with. that freshness upon them 
which is already upon the river. In the 
still, moist morning there is a soft breeze, 
as if it had blown up all the way from 
the Kerry hills. Above me the figure of 
Dan O'Connell faces the south side of the 
city, with challenge, as well as humour, in 
his pose. The first man they will see thus 
largely is one of their own, and the 
greatest Kerryman of them all. That 
is if they will look at the monument at all 
upon passing into the surge of life that is 
already beginning to gather northward 
from his bridge. 

They are coming down from Kingsbridge 
in their thousands, three generations of 
Kerrymen, and i admire the endurance of 
the older men who have travelled, in most 
cases, all through the night to be here 
to-day. The long tradition of the great 
footballers of ‘Kerry is with them, and 
they can come with pride into the city. It 
is in their faces, their dark, well-weathered 
faces 


THE MEN OF BREFFNI 


Arriving at the Pillar are the people of 
Brefini, who are coming up from Amiens 
street, or in cars or ‘buses down many 
roads that I know, from ‘‘ Cavan of the 
Little Lakes,’’ the Gaelic North. Theirs 
has been the easier journey, and there are 
more of them. For the most part they are 
young people, people of this generation, 
for Cavan have only just begun to m ke 
their name in football history. I would 
have known them without hearing their

half-Northern, half-Midland, speech and 
without their colours, for they were once 
near neighbours of my own. 

Soon I co not rely even on the colours 
to separate by counties the crowds that 
begin to fill O'Connell street. 1 am meet- 
ing neople from all parts of the Midlands 
and the £& .th and West. I am hearing 
accents so various that Í cannot attempt 
to identify them any longer. I am being 
surrounded by All Ireland crushing into 
the centre of Dublin. Suddenly the wide 
streets do not seem wide enough. It is 
not Kerry aid Cavan only that are filling 
them by the ways they have come. By 
every entrance to the city the crowds are 
thronging, thronging. 

The day for which many have come so 
far will be a short ‘one. There will be 


little time for rest or refreshment before 
they go on to Croke Park. The hour 
gathers momentum. It takes on the force 
of their invasion of the city. Dublin 
knows a tremendous addition to its life 

For the moment it becomes the real capita! 
of the whole ccuntry. But do those who 
are achieving this realise what they are 
doing? As the throng surges ever denser 
one catches often the remote looks of 

country people in town for the first time. | 
They are not conscious of their strength 
to change the city even for the day. 


COUNTRYMEN ALL 


The sellers of the rival colours, these 
pure Dubliners, industriously ply their 
optimistic trade. They retain their 
Metropolitan identity. They do not so 
easily become merged in Ireland. The 
streets and houses have not their voices. 
But the rest of us now mingled in one 
uneasily-moving mass are all countrymen 
again. We are the larger clan and we 
have taken over Dublin for the day; let 
us see how we dominate it. Wedo! We 
make it all part of our native countryside. 
And we have made it suddenly smaller. 
There, it is not big enough to accom 
modate us ! 

Soon we mav be seeing some of its 
curious, parochial places as we go on to 
Croke Park. Already the trams going to 
Drumcondra and Whitehall are beginning 
to be filled. That is the right way, the 
old way to go to the match, by a tram to 
Drumcondra Bridge and then down the 
canal. But all the counties in Ireland are 
trying to squeeze on to trams at the Pillar. 
It is a little early yet even for the first 
match, and there is another way to go— 
to see the country places on the way. We 
are provincial now, and we are going to 
evoke. their deep, native quality as we 
pass through them. | 

The densely-laden trams speed past us. 
They, too, have taken on new life with 
the day. This is not their accustomed 
week-day crawl. but a quite sporty stride 
as they take the hill at Parnell square 
without a screech or groan. We are 
getting on to Drumcondra, the native 
countryside of James Joyce, and not very 
far from us now is another bit of native 
eountry—that of Joxer Daly and Cap'n 
Boyle. We have not time to ponder their 
creators in their literary relationship, if 
any, with the crowd pressing on behind. 


OUT OF THE PAST 


We are going up Gardiner’s place. It is 
like going out into the real country, There 
is a gentle rise of hill and then a vista 
which might be one of Malton’s views of 
eighteenth century Dublin. Here 1s 
Mountjoy square, a lingering fragment of 
Seumas O’Sullivan’s city. I become 
detached for a moment. 1 remember that 
once I lived here, and I want to see the 
white horses in the fanlights again. Í 
do not suddenly see any. 1 make a hurried 
detour of the square in. quest of them. 
Where have they gone, all that romantic 
stock? I can see only six in all the wide 
neighbourhood, and only one on the 
square proper, although he is a splendid 
specimen and worth, I thought, all the 
other five together. But they are going, 
soon to be as far vanished as the link- 
boys and the sedan chairs in this once 
lovely square. |

At last, however, I am lifted out of 
intricate speculations. I am back with the 
crowd. We have not a thought but of the 
day. We are getting nearer to Jones’s 
road. The old name has come back for a 
moment. Someone near me has spoken it, 


/}and | am reminded that the great Croke 


Park, the Mecca of the Gaelic enthusiast, 
was once a small playing field, rude of 
equipment, upon the outskirts of the 
village of Drumcondra. 

It is now a magnetic place that has drawn 
these thousands from all over the country ; 
we were going to see it improved and 
enlarged for this gay and pulsing throng. 
Yearly it has grown too small. Will it be 
big enough to-day? That crush through the 
turnstiles seems an unspoken expression 
of triumph for something we have all won. 
Perhaps, after all, my vague thoughts 
since I left O'Connell street had not been 
so very far away from its meaning. 

It is not long past one o’clock, and the 
park is already filling steadily. I find 
that almost all the side-line seats are 
taken. I know the strength of the crowd 
that is coming out from the city. The pre- 
liminary game, the All-Ireland Minor Foot- 
ball trial, will have nearly as many spec- 
tators as the principal game 

Betore they are quite hidden in the 
densely packed mass one looks at the new 
improvements—the terracing on the east 
side of the pitch, on the popular hill, and 
on the canal end of the field. The great 
new stand has not yet risen high enough, 
perhaps. to let one see what an immense 
improvement it is going to be. But even 
then will Croke Park be big enough for 
either of the All-Ireland finals? To-day is 
likely to give the answer to that question. 

The Minor game between Cavan and 
Wexford is a good one, It is sprightly from 
the very start. Wexford soon got a mile 
ahead and seem the stronger players. Their 
kicking is clean and strong, and they 
have something of the older style of Gaelic 
football, which is going to be put more 
strongly to the test when Kerry take the 
field against Cavan’s major team. Cavan 
put up a fine defence against what appears 
at the outset a more likely team. They are 
steadying, getting nearer to what is their 
real form, by the end of the first half-hour, 
when Wexford are only two points ahead. 
Their first score in the second half is 
a goal. They begin to take control of the 
game. Their score mounts. They begin 
to outplay Wexford completely, and run 
out easy winners. 

It has been a good game, but just not 
quite the preliminary test of styles that 
one expected at the start; for Wexford 
had not quite stuck to the methods which 
seemed so favourable to them at the begin- 
ning, and were not the match of Cavan at 
playing Cavan’s own particular kind of 
game. 


OPPOSING STYLES 


Gaelic football has become in the course 
of years a more flexible game. The heavy 
methods of the past, the high catching 
and long kicking, have given way to a 
subtler, more dexterous, game. The styles 
were to be given what might prove to be 
the biggest test they had ever known to- 
day. Kerry still favouring the older form 
of the game and Cavan the newer. The 
clever team work of Cavan would be met 
by the brilliant individual playing of 
Kerry. 

A ]cok at the two teams as they paraded 
showed that Kerry were taller and younger 
men. Cavan were not without youth as it 


"is accounted in these games, but were more 


stockily-built “men. One instinctively 
fancied Cavan. 

Cavan got awav from the throw-in, and 
the Kerry defence was tried hard for a 
moment. But it seemed only a moment, 
for within a few minutes Kerry had 
scored a goal, and almost immediately 
after another goal. There was almost a 
wail from the crowd. The feeling ran 
around all the field. Was the great game 
to be so easy a one for Kerry? Would 
Cavan ever recover from that enormous 
handicap of two goals against them from 
the first few minutes of the game? One 
looked in vain to the score board to make 
sure that it was really true.

RESULT OF LEAGUE’S 
EFFORTS.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Saturday, 
Mr. Hearne, on penal and 
penitentiary questions, spoke in the Fifth 
(Committee to-day, and referred to the un- 
doubted improvement on.the treatment of 
prisoners which had resulted from the 
efforts of the Committee and the support 
given to those efiorts by the League. 

He thought the results achieved so far 
fully justified the hope that the standard 
minimum rule for the treatment of 
prisoners recommended to Governments by 
the 15th Assembly would, in a very few 
work a great transformation in the 
penal and penitentiary system of most of 
the countries of the world. 

It was not possible to exaggerate the im- 
portance in connection with this improve- 
ment of the work of the international 
organisations dependent upon the League. 

Mr. Hearne also called attention to the 
recent publication by the Howard League 
dealing with an aspect of the question 
which would have to be dealt with at a 
future session of the Assembly. 

Another matter was the expulsion of 
released prisoners of foreign nationality, 
or prisoners who are Stateless. This was 
a complicated legal problem, which had 
also important political and social aspects. 
There would not be time to deal with it 
this year, but Mr. Hearne thought that the 
international organisations concerned 
should be asked to study this problem, 
and that it might be considered at the 
coming conference in Cairo, at which forty 
countries would be represented.

THREE MORE RAIDS ON

Three more air raids are also reported 
to have been carried out.on Canton yester- 
day. The first two were at dawn, and in

A Japanese suggestion that by 
now China ‘‘ should have had 
enough,” interpreted in Peiping 
as a cautious peace feeler, has 
evoked a firm ““No surrender 
while aggression continues ”' 
answer from Chinese quarters. 

For the second time Great 
Britain has protested against the 
bombing of Nanking and Canton, 
with its atténdant danger to 
foreign residents. 
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were attacked with flare bombs and 
machine-gunned, while a section of the 
Canton-Hankow Railway on the outskirts 
was wrecked. 

Chinese military establishments in the 
“East Hill sector,” near which the troops 
just attacked were situated, suffered con- 
siderable damage in the third raid, it is 
reported 

The Chinese batteries at Hoihow, on the 
northern side of Hainan Island, are also 
said to have suffered heavy damage in the 
bombardment by both Japanese ‘planes 
and warships at 10.a.m. yesterday. 
Prince Hiroyoshi Fushimi, Commander 
of the Third Destroyer Squadron, and 
elder son of Fleet-Admiral Prince 
Hiroyasu Fushimi, Chief of the Naval 
General Staff, has been slightly wounded 
at Shanghai. 

A communiqué issued by the Navy Office 
yesterday reveals that he was injured in 
the left hand by a bullet during: a clash 
with Chinese in a warehouse near the 
Pootung Wharf. Prince Hiroyoshi, who 
was proceeding up the®Whangpoo river at 
the time, continued to direct the engage- 
ment from his ship after being shot. 
Some casualties among Japanese blue- 
jackets are reported. 


CHINESE CLAIM 


A notable Chinese success near 
Pingyungkuan, in the North Shansi, 
is claimed by Geneeral Chaing Kai- 
shek’s headquarters, says a Reuter 
Nanking message. It is stated that 
5,000 Japanese were killed and 2,000

The Soviet Foreign Office to-night pub- 
lishes the text of a “ determined protest ”' 
delivered to-day in Tokyo by the Soviet 
Ambassador, Mikhail Slavutsky, arainst 
the Japanese bombardment of Nanking, 
and the Japanese request for the evacua- 
tion of the Soviet Embassy there. 

The Soviet Note reasserts the determina- 
tion of the Soviet Ambassador to remain 
in Nanking, and warns the Japanese that 
‘they will be held fully responsible for 
any consequences of these illegal acts.” 
In reply to Japanese reports from 
Shanghai stating that Chinese aeroplanes

Twelve more men left the Spanish Govern- 
ment destroyer Jose Luis Diez at Falmouth 
on Saturday night, and yesterday were taken 
to Exeter Prison, where 68 of their colleagues 
have been for a week pending arrangements 
for repatriation. 

The Jose Luis Diez, now released from 
quarantine, yesterday took on board the 
ammunition which was removed before she 
could undergo repairs. It is thought that 
this means an early departure, but close 
secrecy was maintained about her plans, and 
there was no hint about the likely time of 
her sailing.

HE Northern Parliament will re-assemble 
-L on the 5th October. Several mmportant 

‘ measures will be passed, including the 
Widows’, Orphans’ and Old Age Contributory 
Pensions (Voluntary Contributions) Bill, 
which is to extend the pension scheme to 
“ black-coated ’’ workers whose total income 
does not exceed £400 per annum and who 
have not yet come under the pension scheme. 
It is estimated that 30,000 married men will 
benefit by the extension of the scheme and a 
considerable number of women, for whom the 
income hmit is £250. 

Lord Craigavon, who is recovering from his 
recent illness, is not expected to be in the 
House for the autumn session, and the leader- 
ship of the House will devolve upon the 
Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. J, M. 
Andrews), who, as Minister af Lois, piloted 
through .’arliament most of the previous 
Pension Acts and other social service 
measures. It is not expected that there will 
be any opposition to the new bill, which 
follows closely the lines of the measure re- 
cently passed at Westminster, and is being 
adopted in Northern Ireland in conformity 
with the ‘‘step-by-step’’ policy in extending 
social service legislation. 


WORK WANTED 


It is anticipated, however, that the Govern- 
ment will be criticised at the earliest and, 


secure more work for Northern Ireland not 
only under the rearmament scheme, but in 
other directions. It has been asserted 
by Councillor F. J. Lavery and others that 
sufficient advantage has not been taken of the 
opportunity of bringing before leaders of in- 
dustry in Great Britain the attractions offered 
to new industries under the New Industries 
(Development) Act, including the provision of 
free sites *~d exemption from rates. It is 
ointed out that Northern Ireland is greatly 
pór, xed by not having in London 
an ‘Ulster House” similar to that 
of Australia and Canada, where the industrial 
and tourist attractions of Northern Ireland 
and complete information about the province 
may be obtained. While Northern Ireland 
has no desire to claim Dominion status, it 
is felt that the province should have a direct 
representative in London to co-operate with 
all business and financial interests for the 
good of the province. Greater trade between 
North and South of Ireland also could he 
stimulated by trade offices in Dubiin and 
Belfast. representing the Northern and Free 
State Ministries of Commerce. 

The life of the present Parliament is draw- 
ing to a close. The Government may decide 
not to gq to the country until the spring. 
In this event the Independent Unionist Asso- 
ciation, which is preparing for the election 
campaign, will have time to stabilise its 
plans. :

Afterwards it became known that Signor 
Mussolini had bestowed on Herr Hitler the 
title of Honorary Corporal in the Fascist 
Militia. Previously Mussolini himself 
was the only man to hold this rank. 

Hitler then entertained Mussolini to 
lunch in the new Fuehrer House, which 
was inaugurated by this occasion. 


PICTURESQUE SIGHT 


One of the most picturesque sights 
which the Duce saw on his way were 500 
Bavarian girls, picked for their good 
looks, dressed in shimmering gold gar- 
ments, forming a living pe at the 
hase of the big column of the Angel of 
Peace. ! 

After lunch Hitler and Mussolini 
watched from the new stand erected at the 
Koenigliche Platz a parade of the smartest 
Nazi formations, including the Nazi Motor 
Corps, Nazi Flying Corps, the itler 
Youth, Black Guards, Storm Troopers, 
and political leaders. 

The parade was headed by the sur- 
vivors of Hitler’s ill-fated revolt vf 
November 9, 1933, v-ho are generally 
known by the name of the ‘ Bearers 
of the Black Order.’’ 

After Signor Mussolini had laid his 
wreath on the Nazi Memorial he had a 
long conversation with Herr Hitler, last- 
ing more than an hour, in which all inter- 
national questions of interest to Italy and 
Germany were discussed.

STEADY TONE 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The Provision Market appears to be 
dominated by the supply position to a 
certain extent, and a steady to firm tone is 
reported in all departments, with prices for 
most commodities showing an upward 
tendency.

Shipments on 
passage to this country remain below last 
year’s corresponding figure. Production is 
increasing generally in Australia and New 
Zealand. and _ prospects are favourable, 
although the combined output is still under 
that of a year ago. Argentine production 
is still affected by the long dry spell, and is 
on a small scale. The bacon market has 
again been active. While supplies of English 
bacon have been fairly well maintained, 
arrivals of Irish are still restricted, and the 
light consignments of Continental were 
quickly cleared. Sellers show no disposition 
to press for business, and a firm tone was 
reported for all cures, with no official change 
in prices. The market for both Irish and 
home-produced eggs remains steady, with de- 
mand on quiet consumptive lines.

AGRICULTURAL WAGES 


FERMOY WORKERS’ 
, PROTEST 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


FERMOY, Sunday. 

At a public meeting under the auspices of 
the Irish Labour Party in Fermoy to-night, 
rezolutions were passed ‘‘condemning the 
action of the Minister. for Agriculture, act- 
ing through the Chairman of the Wages 
Board, in fixing the agricultural workers’ 
wages at 24s. per week’’;. requesting the 
Government to set up a needs committee to 
decide what is necessary to maintain a family, 
and if agriculture cannot pay such a wage, 
that the Government provide the balance. 

Alderman Hickey, Lord Mayor of Cork, 
said that every man who had the right to 
live had also the right to the means of 
living, and who could say that the wages 
fixed by the Agricultural Wages Board con- 
ceded that right? Labour, he said, believed 
that a noble and worthy nation could not be 
wuilt upon the lives of destitute men, women 
and children. They had in the Free State 
about. 90,000 unemployed, and that figure 
could be multiplied by three for their 
dependents ‘They had 80,000 receiving home 
assistance, and if these were given an Increase 
of 5s. per week it would augment their pur- 
chasing power by about £87,000 per week. 
It would mean more money for food, clothing, 
furnishing «nd footwear, and a score of other 
services for personal needs, and would be a 
stimulus to industry and trade.

IRELAND’S EXAMPLE 


“The proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing,” said Mr, John H. Humphreys in ex- 
plaining the practical working of nro- 
portional representation in the Irish Free 
State at the Proportional Representation 
week-end school now being held at Jordans, 
Bucks, Seven general elections, said Mr. 
Huiiphreys, have now -been held with the 
single transferable vote form of proportional 
representation, and it has worked so. well 
that Mr. de Valera has made it part of the 
new Constitution. .

Next November, the 5,000,000 
voters of New York city will elect the City 
Council by the Irish method of voting. .

A bold British lead would 
almost certainly secure support enough for 
economic measures, which in themselves 
would make impossible the ultimate victory 
of the Japanese. | 


COLONEL WEDGWOOD'S 


CRITICISM 


At Rochdale yesterday, Colonel Wedg- 
wood, Labour member for Newcastle-under- 
Lyme, mentioned ‘the gassing of helpless 
Abyssinians, the destruction of the people in 
Guernica, and the appalling outrage at Can- 
ton, and said that the Tory defenders of these 
horrors maligned their country. 

The Government, he said, deprived the 
victims of the atrocities of the right to buy 
weapons to defend themselves, and Lord 
Ruthven wrote to the Press complaining that 
we had saved a few children from Bilbao, and 
so made Franco’s crusade a little bit more 
difficult. 

Colonel Wedgwood added: ‘‘ There have 
been no such horrors since Alva put all to 
the sword at Naarden; since the defenders 
of Londonderry ate rats and boot-leather, 
while the captive Protestants of Ulster were 
driven to starve outside the walls in the 
sight of their families, 1 suppose this is 
what Lord Ruthven alludes to when he 
claims that the sufferings of women and 
children contribute to surrender. But Derry 
did not surrender, nor will Madrid. Our 
honour goes down, not that of the heroes.’’ 

The actions of the British Government 


regarding Spain, he said, would ever be 
remembered with contempt, and, he con- 
tinued, the French frontier is to remain 


closed so that the Liberals and Labour men 
of Spain may get no arms or stores; it is 
to remain closed because Mussolini has 
promised to send no more troops. Only those 
who want to can believe Mussolini. I doubt 
if even our Tory Government believe him, 
but they will-pretend to, and the farce of 
non-'ntervention will go on till the crusade 
is successful, and the butchery can commence 
in perfect safety. We shall have saved the 
Church and destroyed faith and humanity. 
Spain first, us next. I say that the men 


who are supporting Franco by word or pen 
are traitors. 


ANGLO-FRENCH 
TRADE 


TARIFFS AND QUOTAS 
CRITICISED

Tariff and quota barriers affecting Anglo- 
French trade were criticised by Mr. A. V- 
Clark, President of the British Chamber 
of Commerce in Paris, at a luncheon in 
Paris on Saturday. M. Chapsal, Minister 
of Commerce, was among those present. 

“Commercial relations between Great 
Britain and France can scarcely. be con- 
sidered as satisfactory, for far too many 
restrictions still remain in force to impede 
the normal flow of merchandise across the 
Channel in both directions,” said Mr. 
Clark. 

“It is a matter for regret that the 
French Customs demobilisation which was 
commenced ‘last October came to such a 
sudden end, and that British goods now 
have to pay in many instances heavier 
duties than those in force prior to October, 
1936. Our Chamber has also viewed with 
much concern the extension of the French 
quota system, particularly to certain 
textile products. which are now liable to 
monthly quotas—in practice, an impossible 
scheme. 

“ We hope, however, that the present 
courageous steps being taken by the French 
Government to cope with prevailing con- 
ditions will meet with the success they 
deserve, and that it will no longer be found 
necessary to aggravate the existing onerous 
restrictions.’’
